Putting ap the Stove. 

We do not remember the exact date of the 
invention of stoves; but it was sevcral years 
ago. Since then mankind have been tor- 
mented, once a year, by the difficulties po 
beset the task of putting them up, and 
ting the pipes ‘‘fixed.”’ With all our Yankap 
ingenuity, no American has ever invented any 
method by which the labor of putting up a 
per * sagnead he joh ia naw almonat 
as severe and vexatious as humanity can pos- 
sibly endure. 

Men always put up their stoves cn a rain 
day. Why, we know not; but we never hea 
of an — 42 to the rule. The first step te 
be teken is to put on a very old and ra 
coat, under the impression that hen “tas 
operator; gets his mouth full of plaster, it 
will k 1 shirt-bosom clean.

But in the case of wife- 
beating, the offense is only refiectively against 
sce:ety; the public is only indirectly injured; it 
is the family that immediately suffers, and it is 
the family that should bare redress. If the 
community is injured, the exposure of the crime 
by the woman is a favor that the community 
ought to be grateful ter. Yet the law, which ia 
supposed to embody the demands of the com 
munity. virtually punishes the woman for doing 
a pubic good. That there ia a serious wrong 
de te must be-apparens to all. It is not our in 
fentiom to suggest and not our pror- 
ince to fix the remedy for the eri. 
Nor would it possibly be thought of sufficient 
importance to justify the space we have taken 
to call aitention to it were it not for the fac: 
that the cases to which we refer are becominr 
more frequent every day. The unequal opera 
tien of the law is becoming known to men of 
brutal dispositions, and the helpless condition 
of their wives affords them an opportunity to 
indulge their savage passions with impunity. 
Those who have not constantly attended the 
morning of the City Court have no idea 
of the extent to which this thing is carried, nor 
of the amount of suffering entailed by the ter: i- 
ble alternative which justice, most truly biind 
in this instance, places before the unfortunate 
women.

The iatter ar- 
rived in a few minutes, but gould do nothing in 
the way of relieving the patient, who was al- 
ready beyond the reach of medical skill. 

Mrs. C. soon afterward recovered, but could 
tell little or nothing that will explain the sud- 
denness of her busband’g iliness. Acconding to 
her statement, they had retired as u and 
had gone to sleep, and only a few 1 
ward she Was awakened by the curious and dif- 
ucult breathing and restlessness of Mr. Chiles. 
She called to him, and even shook him, but re- 
ceived no answer, for he was already unconsei- 
ous, although half an hour had scarcely elapsed 
since he had disrobed himself and lay down in 
perfect health. Mra. Chiles got up, tit the gas, 
dressed herself very hurriedly, and, frightened 
half to death, ran as above stated to inform the 
other inmates of the house. 

A consulting physician was called in soon at- 
terward, but, like the previous one, could do 
nothing to save the life of the dying man. 
Friends and relatives assembled in the sick 
room, and in silent mourning watched the sink- 
ing eufferer. He lay there pale and motioniess, 
and died, without a struggie, in a little more 
than eight hours after he was first stricken with 
bis mortal illness. 

Coroner Webber heard the circumstances of 
the case, and, determining to hold an inquest 
over the body, impaneled a jury for that pur- 
pose. The evidence before the jury is given ia 
substance in the above statements. The aymp- 
toma, as interpreted by the physicians, were 
not those of appoplexy or heart disease. No 
marks. of violence could be found on the 
body. No difficulty or quarrel between the de- 
ceased and any other person could be proven to 
have — He was « harmiess, 


before the jury of inquest, and as testified to by 
all Who know him. These facts suggested sus 
picion thatthe deceased had been poisoned, 
either accidentally or malictously,and the jurors 
demanded a post mortem examination. Accord- 
ingly, Dr. Blackburn, assisted by Dr. Benson. 
took out the stomach, whieh was given to Dr. 
Rademaker. a chemist on the corner of Madison 
and Shelby streets, who will analyze ite con- 
tents aad report the resuit next Saturday mora- 

The jory, after witnessing the operation. were 
adjourned to meet on Seturdey morning and 
hear the chemist's testimony. It is hinted that 
he will probably find a quantity of opium in the 
stomach, but bow it got there isa question as 
yet unanswered, The deceased was not in the 
habit of using artificial stimulants, such as 
whisky, opium, laudunum, te., and chloroform is 
out the question. It is not believed that he com- 
mitied suswide. In short, the cause of the death is 
shrouded in deep mystery.

time. 

The deceased was a native of Lesington, Kye 
His tather, Col. Chiles, was formerly the proprie- 
tor of the Phenix Hotel, and widely-known 
among both the local and traveling public of the 
State. N. R. Chiles, the deceased, grew up in 
the employment of the hotel, and became even 
more extensively and favorebly-known than his 
fatier. He afterwards mariied Miss West, of 
Georgetown, Ky., and, two years ago, moved to 
Louisville, and bas since been acting as a clerk 
at the Willard Hotel. He was attentive to busi- 


quaintance in Central Kentucky, which rea- 
dered him a valuable assistant to the proprie- 
tors, and his owe sooial and kind disposition 
made bim very popular among all the guests of 
the house. His death will be deeply regretted by 
many warm friends.
